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The Coasts of England and Wales : Measurement of 
Use, Protection and Development 



Introduction 

The National Parks Commission’s comprehensive study of the coastline of England 
and Wales commenced in 1966 at the request of the Minister of Housing and Local 
Government. The study was based on a series of nine regional conferences with 
maritime local planning authorities held between May 1966 and March 1967, the chief 
purpose of which was, in the words of Circular 7/66 which the Minister of Housing and 
Local Government sent to local planning authorities in January 1966, ‘to provide a 
firm foundation for long-term policies for safeguarding the natural beauty of the coast 
as a whole and promoting its enjoyment by the public’. 

For the purpose of these conferences each maritime local planning authority was 
asked to prepare a report and maps showing the development, protection and recrea- 
tional use of the coast within the authority’s area. Reports of the conferences are now 
in progress of publication, and these will be followed by a fiinal report incorporating 
other related special studies and advising the Minister on the main facts as to how the 
coast is used, together with the Commission’s recommendations as to the action 
considered necessary to safeguard the remaining unspoiled stretches, and to provide 
the means by which people can enjoy them, as part of a co-ordinated land use policy 
for the whole coast. 

A considerable amount of information has been made available to the Commission 
for the purposes of the study. Some of the statistical information based on measure- 
ments from the conference maps submitted is being published, region by region, in the 
conference reports. The Tables which follow present the overall picture and show the 
extent of protection and development, existing and proposed, along the whole coast of 
England and Wales. 

Basis of measurement 

Prior to the Commission’s study, separate assessments of measurement and classi- 
fication of the coastline of England and Wales had been prepared by the Ministry of 
Housing and Local Government, the Nature Conservancy, the National Trust and 
others. So far as the length of coastline was concerned, the results varied considerably, 
reflecting the difficulty of defining which parts of estuaries and inlets should be in- 
cluded as being ‘coastal’ and which should be excluded. On a deeply indented coastline 
the inclusion of substantial stretches of river estuaries could add an appreciable 
amount, perhaps 30 % or more, to the length of coast directly fronting the sea. More- 
over, as the tidal range might be considerable, a simple measurement along the entire 
High Water Mark would scarcely be a realistic basis for measuring the whole coast of 
England and Wales. 

For the purposes of the coastal study, therefore, the coastline was measured afresh, 
by the Commission, along the High Water Mark shown on 1 inch to 1 mile Ordnance 
Survey Maps where this had a direct frontage to the sea, and including inlets only 
where they could properly be regarded as ‘arms of the sea’, for example below the 
lowest ferry point, or natural ferry point if no actual ferry exists. This was broadly the 
basis on which the Ministry of Housing and Local Government carried out their 
measurements, and the Commission’s assessment of the total length of coastline in 
England and Wales is within 1.2% of the Ministry figure. In general, offshore islands 
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other than small rock stacks were included in the Commission’s measurements. Maps 
held by the Commission, showing the actual line along which measurements were 
taken, are available for reference. All references to ‘coastal frontage in the Tables 
apply to this line. 

On this basis the coastline of England and Wales is shown to total some 2,742 miles, 
of which a little over a quarter lies in Wales. Measurements for individual local 
planning authorities (which comprise 33 County Councils, 26 County Boroughs and 
one Joint Planning Board), and for the nine coastal conference regions, are shown in 
Table 1. Arising from the difficulty of defining ‘the coast’, already mentioned, the 
individual frontages of the Counties and County Boroughs variously quoted in the 
reports prepared by the local planning authorities for the coastal conferences, differ 
somewhat from the figures shown in Table 1. 

Local planning authorities were asked, when preparing mapped data for the coastal 
conferences, to use their discretion in selecting the extent and width of an appropriate 
‘coastal zone’ within which information would be submitted. As a result this zone 
varied considerably on the submitted maps, from a mile or so inland in some cases, to 
including, at the other extreme, the whole width of islands and peninsulas several 
miles across. The extent of this zone is shown on the summary map accompanying 
each of the regional conference reports. 

It was clear that no meaningful statistical comparison, on a national basis, could be 
drawn from land use and protective policies within a zone of such varied width. It was 
therefore considered preferable to measure, as a more directly comparable basis for 
the whole coast, all land contained within a line drawn one mile inland from the 
‘coastal frontage’ as defined above, thus producing a ‘coastal belt’ of uniform width. 
All references to the ‘coastal belt’ in these Tables apply to this strip of land so defined. 
Clearly there are shortcomings in this method, but the difficulties of defining a realistic 
coastal catchment area are considerable and the ‘coastal belt’ is considered adequate 
for the purposes of statistical comparison. The area of this ‘coastal belt’, and the 
breakdown into Counties, County Boroughs and conference regions, is shown in 
Table 1. 

Date and sources of information 

The material in Tables 2 to 7 inclusive is based on measurements by the Commission 
from mapped data prepared by local planning authorities for the coastal conferences 
and submitted to the Commission between May 1966 and March 1967. In the case of 
Tables 4 and 7, the Areas of Outstanding Natural Beauty included are those which 
had been submitted to the Minister for confirmation of designation by the date of the 
respective regional conference, and were thus shown on the local planning authority’s 
conference maps. With the exception of the Anglesey area, all the designations sub- 
mitted had been confirmed by the Minister by the time of the last conference in March 
1967. The latest area to be included in the Tables, Anglesey, was subsequently con- 
firmed in November 1967. It should be noted, however, that further areas have been 
submitted to the Minister since that time, including the South Hampshire Coast, the 
Kent Downs and the Norfolk Coast. The South Hampshire Coast area has subse- 
quently been confirmed by the Minister. The measurements in all Tables relate to the 
administrative boundaries of local planning authorities as existing at the date of the 
submitted maps. It should be noted that minor boundary changes have subsequently 
occurred in one or two areas. 

Developed coastal frontage 

The extent to which the coastal frontage is substantially built up is shown in Table 2. 
This indicates that, nationally, one quarter of the entire coast may be regarded as 
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‘developed’ or committed for development, but there are some wide local variations. 
The most heavily developed County Borough frontages are those of Bootle, Grimsby, 
Tynemouth, Liverpool and Great Yarmouth (all 100% developed — ^but for Liverpool 
see note (p) at end of Tables), Blackpool (95.7%), Bristol (91.7%), West Hartlepool 
(85.2%) and Brighton (82.7 %). The most developed County frontages in England are 
those of West Sussex (68.0%), Durham (53.6%) and East Sussex (50.3%). In Wales, 
however, the coast of Denbighshire (72.3 %) is more substantially developed than that 
of any English County. Apart from Denbighshire the two most developed Welsh 
Counties are Flintshire (39.8 %) and Glamorgan (28.8 %). The Welsh County Boroughs 
all have appreciably developed frontages: Newport (72.9%), Cardiff (64.8 %) and 
Swansea (57.6%). In all some 21 % of the coast of Wales is substantially developed, 
compared with 26.5% of the English coast. 

The least developed frontages of Counties are, in England, those of Lincolnshire, 
Holland (0%), Gloucestershire (13.2%), Devon (14.7%), Northumberland (15.8%) 
and Yorkshire, North Riding (16.8%). The Lake District Planning Board’s frontage 
is 2.1 % developed. In Wales the Counties of Monmouthshire (6.3%), Pembrokeshire 
(10.0%) and Caernarvonshire (15.3%) are the least developed. Not all County 
Borough frontages are substantially built-up: Southport (15.4%), South Shields 
(18.9%) and Portsmouth (22.9%) contain the lowest proportions. 

Protective ownerships 

Table 3 shows that 15% of the coastal frontage and 6.5% of the coastal belt is covered 
by one or more forms of protective ownership. In Wales the position is similar to that 
of England, but again there are local variations. Of the County Boroughs, South 
Shields (86.5%), Eastbourne (65.2%), Wallasey (47.5%), Bournemouth (43.4%), 
Hastings (41.1%) and Portsmouth (31.2%) are those with the highest proportion of 
coastal frontage protected by ownership. In England the Counties with the highest 
proportion are Norfolk (28.6%), Devon (23.2%), Somerset (21.0%) and Cornwall 
(20.7 %), and in Wales, Merionethshire (27.2 %), Glamorgan (26.6 %), and Carmarthen- 
shire (17.7%). 

Many local authorities have no recorded protective ownerships either along their 
frontage or within the coastal belt, but in 1 1 Counties, 4 County Boroughs and the 
Lake District National Park the length of protected coastline exceeds the length of 
developed coast, in some cases by an appreciable amount (South Shields C.B. exceeds 
developed coast by 67.6%, Lake District N.P. by 17.2%, Merionethshire C.C. by 
10.7%, Eastbourne C.B. by 9.7% and Devon C.C. by 8.5%). It should be noted that 
some of the categories of ownership shown in Table 3 may overlap with each other 
(e.g. a Local Nature Reserve may be owned by the National Trust). Not all the 
National Nature Reserves are necessarily owned by the Nature Conservancy but may 
be protected instead by means of nature reserve agreements. In Cornwall and 
Northumberland the National Trust ownership comprises by far the greater part of the 
total. 

Other protective classifications 

Table 4 shows the extent to which the coast is covered by nationally defined areas 
which imply some degree of protection. In the main these are additional to the pro- 
tective ownerships but in some cases the categories included in Table 3 may overlap 
with those in Table 4. No attempt is made to provide a total figure for each local 
planning authority’s stretch of coast for the reason that, where there are National 
Parks or Areas of Outstanding Natural Beauty, the Sites of Special Scientific Interest 
fall substantially within these, and would therefore be counted twice. It will be noted 
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that one County (Monmouthshire) and 19 County Boroughs have no areas classified 
in Table 4, either along their frontage or within the coastal belt. 

A comparison between Tables 3 and 4 shows that the pattern of protection by 
ownership by no means reflects the pattern of designation as a National Park or Area 
of Outstanding Natural Beauty. Of those Counties where substantial stretches are 
covered by these two designations, in some, such as Pembrokeshire, Northumberland, 
Caernarvonshire and Dorset, as well as in the Lake District National Park, only a 
comparatively small proportion of the designated coast is publicly owned. Table 7 
shows separate summary figures for the areas designated by the Commission. 

Defence and other Government land 

The extent to which stretches of the coast are held by Government Departments for 
defence and other purposes is shown in Table 5 which indicates that nearly 5% of the 
coastal frontage and some 3% of the coastal belt is used in this way. In Wales the 
position is similar to that of England. Concentrations occur, however, in County 
Boroughs such as Plymouth (36.4% of frontage), Portsmouth (33.3 %), and Southend- 
on-Sea (21.1%), whilst the highest County frontages occur in East Suffolk (24.4%), 
Carmarthenshire (22.9%), Lincolnshire, Lindsey (22.8%) and Lincolnshire, Holland 
(18.9%). Some 15% of the frontage in the Lake District National Park is used for 
Government purposes. 

Policies of protection 

Table 6 indicates tha extent to which the coastal frontage and coastal belt are covered 
by protective policies of local planning authorities. A distinction is drawn between 
policies forming part of the Development Plan and others less formal in nature but 
which, nevertheless, have been adopted by resolution of the authority concerned. 
Areas to which the normal ‘white land’ policy of restricting development applies, have 
been excluded. It should be noted that land covered by one or other of these protective 
policies does not necessarily fall outside the developed stretches of coast, although this 
is normally the case. In a few instances local planning authorities have included, 
within the areas covered by such policies, stretches which are also shown in Table 2 as 
being ‘developed’ or committed for development. The degree of protection afforded by 
different policies does of course vary considerably. 

Table 6 shows that, whereas some 63% of the coastal frontage and 52.5% of the 
coastal belt in England and Wales is covered by specific policies restricting new 
development, there are wide local variations. In Wales a greater proportion of the total 
coast is protected in this way (72.5%) than in England (59.0%). Twelve County 
Boroughs and three Counties have no expressed policies either along the frontage or 
within the coastal belt. The most protected County frontages are Pembrokeshire 
(93.7%), Devon (90.4%), Anglesey (85.6%), Cornwall (84.0%) and Cardiganshire 
(83.3%), and the most protected County Boroughs include South Shields (97.4%) and 
Tynemouth (70.0 %). In 12 Counties the policies cover more than 70 % of the County 
frontage. A comparison between Tables 4 and 6 shows that, as one would expect, the 
designated areas are, in general, covered by pohcies of protection. In the case of the 
Lake District National Park, however, an express policy restricting coastal develop- 
ment extends to only 15 % of the coast within the National Park.
